The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission,  created  by  Legislative  Act  of  1945,  has  been  in  con- 
tinous  existence  since  that  date,  and  is  currently  authorized  under  R.  C.  M.  1947,  Title  I,  Chapter 
1 through  8,  Secton  1-101  through  1-828. 


Commission  members  are  appointed  by  the  Governor  for  four-year  terms  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  appointed  and  qualified  and  without  compensation  except  as  specified  by  law.  The 
Governor  shall  appoint  the  members  of  said  commission  from  specific  segments  of  government, 
industry  and  associations  as  specified  in  Section  1-201. 


1-204  GENERAL  POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE  COMMISSION 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  general  supervision  over  Aeronautics  within  the  State.  It  is 
empowered  and  directed  to  encourage,  foster  and  assist  in  the  development  of  Aeronautics  in 
the  State  and  to  encourage  the  establishment  of  airports  and  other  air  navigation  facilities.  It 
shall  cooperate  with  and  assist  the  Federal  Government,  the  political  subdivisions  of  the  state 
and  others  engaged  in  Aeronautics  or  the  promotion  of  Aeronautics  and  shall  seek  to  coordinate 
the  Aeronautical  activities  of  these  bodies.  It  may  perform  such  acts,  issue  and  amend  such 
orders  and  make,  promulgate  and  amend  such  reasonable  general  or  special  rules,  regulations  and 
procedures  and  establish  such  minimum  standards  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  as 
it  shall  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  perform  its  duties  here- 
under ....

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1-103  DECLARATION  OF  POLICY 


It  is  herby  declared  that  the  purpose  of  this  act  is  to  further  the  public 
interest  in  aeronautical  progress  by  providing  for  the  protection  and  pro- 
motion of  safety  in  aeronautics  . . . 

It  may  employ  such  clerical  and  other  employees  and  assistants  as  it 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  transaction  of  its  business  and  shall 
fix  their  salaries  . . . 


As  a member  of  the  National  Association  of  State  Aviation  Officials, 
the  policy  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  includes  in  purpose 
“to  foster  aviation  as  an  industry,  as  a mode  of  transportation  for  persons 
and  property,  and  as  an  arm  of  the  National  Defense;  to  join  with  the 
Federal  Government  and  other  groups  in  research,  development  and  the 
advancement  of  aviation;  to  develop  uniform  laws  and  regulations;  and  to 
otherwise  encourage  cooperation  and  the  mutual  aid  among  the  several 
states.” 

The  operations  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  are  financed 
entirely  by  aviation  activities  through  a one  cent  per  gallon  license  tax  on 
refiners  and  importers  of  aviation  fuels  and  the  registration  fees  for  pilots 
and  aircraft.  No  funds  are  requested  from  the  General  Fund. 

Federal  monies  made  available  to  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commis- 
sion have  been  solely  for  specific  airport  projects  under  the  Federal  Air- 
port Aid  Program  to  the  various  larger  communities  in  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana and  in  relation  to  the  specific  State  Airports  of  Lincoln  and  West 
Yellowstone.  Sponsor’s  share  of  the  funds  under  the  Federal  Airport 
Aid  Program  for  the  specific  facility  at  West  Yellowstone  were  provided 
by  the  National  Park  Service, 
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SESSION  LAWS— THIRTY-NINTH  LEGISLATIVE 

ASSEMBLY 
HOUSE  BILL  NO.  529 

An  Act  to  Appropriate  Money  to  Certain  State  Agencies  For  The  Biennium  Ending  June  30,  1967. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

Section  2.  The  appropriations  contained  in  this  act  are  intended  to  provide  only  necessary 
and  ordinary  expenditures  for  the  year  for  which  the  appropriations  are  made;  however,  in  cases 
of  necessity,  an  appropriation  not  expended  during  the  first  fiscal  year  may  be  expended  during 
the  second  fiscal  year.  Money  appropriated  for  operation  may  be  transferred  to  capital  with  an 
approved  budget  amendment.  It  is  unlawful  to  purchase  supplies  for  a succeeding  biennium 
from  an  appropriation  contained  in  this  act.  Balances  of  any  appropriation  unexpended  at  the 
end  of  the  second  fiscal  year,  except  amounts  encumbered  by  purchase  order,  shall  revert  to  the 
funds  from  which  they  were  appropriated. 

Section  3.  The  following  moneys  are  appropriated  for  the  biennium  ending  June  30,  1967:

Salary  for  the  head  of  the  agency  shall  not  exceed 
$12,000.00  per  year  for  each  year  of  the  biennium. 

Capital  expenditures  shall  not  exceed  $45,000.00  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1967. 


(2)  From  the  earmarked  revenue  fund,  aeronautics  com- 
mission account  for  engineering  grants $ 7,000-00 

(3)  From  the  earmarked  revenue  fund,  aeronautics  com- 

mission account  for  state  airport  construction,  maintenance, 
apd  repair,  as  authorized  by  law,  including  state  airport  land 
purchases  $115,000.00 


(4)  From  the  earmarked  revenue  fund,  aeronautics  com- 
mission account  as  much  as  may  be  necessary  for  construction 
loans.  Every  municipality  is  authorized  to  accept,  receive, 
receipt  for,  disburse  and  expend  such  state  moneys  made 
available  for  such  state  loans.  All  state  moneys  accepted  by  a 
municipality  shall  be  accepted  and  expended  by  such  munici- 
pality upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  are  prescribed  by 
the  state.  The  term  ‘municipalities’  as  used  herein  shall  have 
the  meaning  given  to  such  term  by  the  Municipal  Airports

(5)  From  the  revolving  fund,  aeronautics  commission 
account  for  state  airport  operations  $ 45,182.00 


(6)  From  federal  grant  clearance  fund,  aeronautics  com- 
mission account,  all  moneys  appropriated  by  federal  govern- 
ment for  specific  airport  projects.

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LEGAL  DEPARTMENT 

A.  CIVIL  AERONAUTICS  BOARD  PROCEEDINGS 


It  is  the  statutory  duty  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  to  represent  the  State  of 
Montana  in  aeronautical  matters  before  Federal  agencies.  The  Civil  Aeronautics  Board,  a Federal 
agency,  has  jurisdiction  over  airline  service  in  the  United  States.  The  Legal  Department  of  the 
Commission  has,  as  one  of  its  principal  activities,  the  representation  of  the  State  of  Montana 
before  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board.  This  activity  commenced  in  approximately  the  year  1953 
in  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  proceeding  entitled  “WILLISTON  BASIN  AREA  CASE,”  in  which 
airline  service  by  Frontier  Airlines  was  awarded  to  Miles  City,  Glendive,  Sidney,  Wolf  Point,  and 
Williston,  North  Dakota.  Since  then,  air  carrier  proceedings  in  which  the  state  is  involved  have 
become  more  and  more  numerous  so  that  now,  the  Commission,  on  the  average,  finds  itself  as  a 
party  to  approximately  five  to  ten  different  CAB  proceedings  at  all  times. 

In  addition  to  direct  participation  in  proceedings  before  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board,  repre- 
senting the  State,  the  Legal  Department  of  the  Commission  assists  Montana  cities  in  preparation 
of  documents,  exhibits  and  briefs  for  presentation  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board,  as  well  as  in 
piesentations  of  written  and  oral  testimony  am  argument  before  the  Board  or  its  Hearing  Ex- 
c.miners.  Many  conferences  are  held  with  representatives  of  airlines  and  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board, 
seeking  to  bring  about  increased  and  better  service  for  Montana  communities.  Meetings  are 
regularly  held  with  the  representatives  of  airl  ne  communities  of  the  State  of  Montana  with  the 
view  of  assisting  them  in  obtaining  better  air  carrier  service,  or  in  helping  them  in  presentation  of 
matters  before  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board. 

It  is  the  feeling  of  the  Commission  that  Montana  cannot  grow  and  develop  without  adequate 
airline  service,  and  it  appears  that  the  Commission  will,  in  the  foreseeable  future,  be  constantly 
and  increasingly  engaged  in  proceedings  and  activities  before  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board,  seek- 
ing either  new  air  carrier  service  or  the  retention  or  improvement  of  existing  service. 

Some  of  the  proceedings  before  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  in  which  the  Commission  partici- 
pated during  the  fiscal  year  1966-1967  are  hereinafter  designated  by  CAB  docket  numbers  and 
titles,  and  a brief  description  of  these  activities  is  as  follows: 

Docket  No.  15459,  et  al — Pacific  Northwest-Southwest  Service  Investigation: 

This  proceeding  has  been  called  one  of  the  most  important  service  investigations  that  has  ever 
been  instituted  before  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board.  It  has  been  referred  to  in  pervious  annual 
reports  of  the  Legal  Department  and  has  occupied  a good  deal  of  time  on  the  part  of  the  Com- 
mission and  its  personnel.  The  Commission  is  seeking  to  establish  single  plane  and  single  carrier 
service  between  Montana  and  communities  such  as  Houston,  Dallas,  San  Antonio,  Albuquerque, 
Tulsa,  Oklahoma  City,  New  Orleans,  etc.  In  previous  reports  reference  was  made  to  the  present- 
ations of  MAC  before  the  CAB  in  support  of  Montana’s  case.  No  decision  has  as  yet  been  made 
by  the  CAB,  and  the  record  was  reopened,  and  additional  testimony  was  presented  by  the  MAC 
in  September  of  1967  at  the  hearing  in  Salt  Lake  City.  It  is  anticipated  that  a brief  will  be 
filed  to  the  Examiner  and  that  eventually  oral  argument  will  be  made  before  the  CAB  on  the  re- 
opened proceeding. 

Docket  No.  16987 — Western  Montana  Service  Investigation: 

The  principal  question  involved  here  was  whether  North-South  service  would  be  awarded  to 
the  communities  of  Missoula  and  Bozeman,  Montana.  Representatives  of  the  Commission  appear- 
ed at  the  field  hearing  and  presented  testimony,  and  filed  a brief.  This  proceeding  was  highly 
successful  for  Montana,  and  Frontier  Airlines  was  authorized  to  provide  service  between  the  co- 
terminal points  Billings  and  Great  Falls,  the  intermediate  points  Missoula  and  Bozeman,  and 
the  terminal  point  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah.  This  new  service  was  inaugurated  in  October  of  1967. 

Docket  No.  17347 — West  Yellowstone  Service  Investigation: 

This  proceeding  was  also  referred  to  in  a previous  annual  report  and  it  involved  the  question 
of  additional  service  to  the  new  state  operated  airport  at  West  Yellowstone.  Again,  this  proceeding 
was  highly  successful  for  Montana,  and  Frontier  Airlines  was  authorized  to  serve  West  Yellow- 
stone in  such  fashion  that  a Billings-West  Yellowstone  segment,  and  a West  Yellowstone- Jackson- 
Denver  segment  were  established.  As  a result  both  Frontier  and  Western  operated  the  entire 
summer  tourist  season  of  1967  at  West  Yellowstone. 
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MISCELLANEOUS  DOCKETS 

Docket  No.  17876 — This  involves  increased  service  to  Salt  Lake  City,  Las  Vegas,  and  Southern 
California.  The  Legal  Department  prepared  an  exhibit  and  presented  testimony. 

Docket  Nos.  17744,  17746,  and  19097 — These  proceedings  invlove  questions  of  service  between  the 
Seattle-Portland  area,  Minneapolis-St.  Paul,  and  Eastern  points  such  as  Milwaukee,  Philadelphia, 
New  York,  Boston,  etc.  The  Legal  Department  has  filed  numerous  documents  and  has  been  very 
active  in  these  proceedings. 

Docket  No.  16922 — Was  an  application  of  Frontier  Airlines  to  provide  service  beyond  Billings 
to  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  via  Rapid  City,  South  Dakota  and  Lincoln  and  Omaha,  Nebraska.  The 
Commission  participated  actively,  and  this  service  has  been  awarded  and  inaugurated. 

Docket  No.  17875 — This  proceeding  involves  increased  service  to  the  San  Diego,  Phoenix, 
Tucson,  and  Las  Vegas  areas.  An  exhibit  was  prepared  and  an  appearance  made  at  the  Tucson 
hearing. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  there  are  many,  many  other  CAB  proceedings  and  activities  in 
which  the  Legal  Department  is  constantly  engaged  on  behalf  of  the  Commission  and  the  State  of 
Montana. 

B.  OTHER  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  LEGAL  DEPARTMENT 

AIR  TRANSPORTATION  SURVEY  AND  MASTER  PLAN;  The  Commission  has  entered  into 
a contract  with  TAP,  Inc.  of  Bozeman  for  the  latter  to  perform  a comprehensive  air  transportation 
survey  and  master  plan  for  the  State  of  Montana.  The  survey  and  master  plan  should  be  com- 
pleted by  next  year,  and  will  provide  the  basis  for  action  before  the  CAB  to  increase  and  improve 
airline  service  to  Montana  and  its  cities. 

INTRASTATE  AIR  CARRIER  LEGISLATION:  At  the  request  of  the  Commission  the  1967 
Legislature  enacted  laws  permitting  the  Commission  to  regulate  intrastate  air  carrier  activity. 
On  October  18,  1967,  a hearing  was  held  upon  the  application  of  Commute  Air  to  serve  from 
Spokane,  Washington  to  the  Montana  communities  of  Libby,  Kalispell,  Poison,  Missoula,  and 
Helena.  It  is  anticipated  that  a decision  will  be  made  within  the  near  future.  This  legislation 
is  forward  looking  and  will  enable  the  formation  of  a comprehensive  intrastate  airline  service  for 
Montana. 

AIR  CARRIER  INSURANCE:  At  the  request  of  the  Commission,  the  1967  Legislature  en- 
acted a law  permitting  the  Commission  to  require  all  commercial  air  operators  in  this  State  to 
carry  liability  insurance  for  the  protection  of  persons  and  property.  Several  hearings  have  been 
held  to  establish  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Commission  and  it  is  anticipated  that  they  will 
be  finalized  in  the  near  future.  This  will  provide  insurance  protection  for  passengers  and 
freight  in  connection  with  the  activities  of  commercial  aviation  operators. 

ADDITIONAL  MATTERS:  In  connection  with  the  very  important  function  of  the  Commission 
in  making  loans  to  Montana  Communities,  the  Legal  Department  prepares  all  necessary  documents. 
Examples  of  cities  which  have  received  the  benefit  of  these  loans  recently  are:  Stanford,  Miles 

City,  Billings,  Great  Falls,  Sidney,  Livingston,  Dillon,  Hysham,  Philipsburg,  and  many  others. 

The  Legal  Department  examines  and  clears  land  titles,  drafts  deeds,  avigation  easements, 
subordination  agreements,  and  many  other  legal  documents. 

The  Legal  Department  maintains  liaison  between  the  Commission  and  our  congressional 
delegation  concerning  aviation  matters  and,  on  occasion,  testifies  at  congressional  hearings.  It 
generally  oversees  all  legal  work  of  the  State  of  Montana  in  relation  to  aviation  and,  on  a daily 
basis,  handles  legal  problems  of  every  kind  and  nature.  The  numerous  activities  of  the  Com- 
mission require  constant  legal  supervision. 

SUMMARY 

Although,  of  course,  the  success  achieved  in  improving  airline  service  in  Montana  is  due  to 
the  efforts  of  both  the  state,  the  cities  and  the  airlines  involved,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  since 
the  Commission  first  commenced  work  in  this  area,  new  airline  service  has  been  authorized  at  the 
communities  of  Havre,  Wolf  Point,  Sidney,  Glendive  and  service  at  West  Yellowstone  has  been 
reestablished  with  two  carriers.  A new  north-south  service  has  been  authorized  for  Bozeman 
and  Missoula,  and  feeder  airline  service  has  been  established  at  Miles  City  and  Kalispell.  In 
addition,  service  at  all  Montana  airline  communities  has  been  generally  improved.  Proceedings  to 
establish  intrastate  airline  service  at  Libby,  Kalispell,  Poison,  Missoula,  and  Helena  has  been  com- 
menced, and  it  is  anticipated  that  other  applications  for  intrastate  airline  service  will  be  made 
in  the  immediate  future.  The  Commission  constantly  seeks  ways  to  establish  new  service  and 
improve  existing  service,  and  is  optimistic  that  upon  the  completion  of  its  air  transportation  sur- 
vey and  master  plan  these  efforts  will  be  increased  and  intensified.

AIRCRAFT  CERTIFICATE  REGISTRATION 

Extraordinary  Session,  Senate  Resolution  No.  2 of  the  Fortieth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Montana,  1967,  directed  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  to  register  the  FAA  aircraft 
certificates.  This  involves  every  owner  of  civil  aircraft  which  is  kept,  brought,  flown,  or  coming 
into  this  State  at  any  time  during  the  year  which  is  used  in  the  State  for  hire,  compensation  or 
profits;  or  if  the  owner  and/or  user  of  the  aircraft  is  engaged  in  gainful  occupation  or  business 
enterprise  in  the  State;  all  civil  aircraft  which  otherwise  come  to  rest  and  become  a part  of  the 
general  property  of  this  State.  Registration  of  Aircraft  Registration  Certificates  will  become 
mandatory  on  January  1,  1968.

COMMERCIAL  AIR  OPERATORS 
INSURANCE  REQUIREMENT 

Chapter  122  of  the  Session  Laws  of  the  Fortieth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana, 19t)7  is  an  Act  empowering  the  State  Aeronautics  Commission  to  require  Commercial  Air 
Operators  to  procure  insurance  or  other  adequate  protection  against  liabilty  for  the  payment  of 
damages  for  personal  bodily  injuries  including  death  and  property  damage,  as  a result  of  an 
accident. 

The  Commission  shall  set  the  amount  of  insurance  which  is  reasonably  necessary  to  provide 
adequate  compensation  for  damage  incurred  through  an  accident  involving  a Commercial  Air 
Operator. 


MONTANA  PILOT  FLIGHT  PLAN  SERVICE 

Inaugurated  on  April  15,  1963,  by  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission,  the  “Montana  Flight 
Plan  Service”  is  available  to  all  pilots  registered  with  the  Commission.  The  Service  by  which 
pilots  at  airport  locations  not  serviced  by  a F.A.A.  Flight  Service  Station,  may  place  collect 
telephone  calls  to  the  nearest  Flight  Service  Station,  who  in  turn  will  charge  such  calls  to  an 
Aeronautics  Commission  special  credit  card  number. 

The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  encourage  and  increase  the  use  of  flight  plans  by  pilots 
in  Montana,  and  second,  to  avoid  as  much  as  possible  the  heavy  workload  and  costly  process  in- 
volved in  fSearch  and  Rescue,  either  through  failure  to  close  flight  plans,  or  in  the  actual  search 
for  overdue  pilots  where  unknown  conditions  exist  through  failure  to  use  any  flight  plan  service.

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AVIATION  EDUCATION 

AUTHORIZATION  AND  PURPOSE 

The  positions  of  Aviation  Education  Supervisor  and  secretary  to  the  Supervisor  were  estab- 
lish by  a Memorandum  of  Agreement  between  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  the 
IMontana  Aeronautics  Commission.  This  agreement  was  entered  into  on  April  29,  1966. 

Under  terms  of  the  agreement,  personnel  are  selected  jointly  by  the  Commission  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.  Following  selection,  personnel  are  assigned  to  the  office  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  are  responsible  directly  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction.  The  agreement  further  provides  that  the  aviation  education  program  will  be 
financed  by  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission. 

The  aviation  education  program  was  established  for  the  purpose  of  cooperation  in  the  integra- 
tion and  continued  development  of  a joint  program  of  aviation  education  in  the  public  school 
system  of  Montana. 

SERVICES 

The  Aviation  Education  Supervisor  is  responsible  for  accomplishment  of  the  followng:  Assist 
schools  in  integrating  aviation  and  or  aerospace  subject  matter  with  existing  curricula  at  all  grade 
levels;  promote  and  establish  aviation  science  courses  at  the  secondary  level;  maintain  and  de- 
velop instructional  materials  and  teaching  aids  to  implement  aviation  education  programs;  dis- 
seminate information  about  aviation  and,  or  aerospace  and  its  educational  implication;  work  with 
and  assist  other  organizations  and  groups  in  furthering  their  aviation  education  programs;  esta- 
blish a scholarship  program  for  college  level  students  who  are  desirous  of  preparing  themselves 
for  a career  in  Aeronautical  Engineering. 

PROGRAMS 

The  Aviation  Education  office,  in  keeping  with  the  goals  and  purposes  of  the  aviation  educa- 
tion program,  is  involved  in  a number  of  activities. 

(1)  Establishes  and  coordinates  workshops  at  various  units  of  the  University  System.  These 
are  conducted  during  the  summer  sessions.  The  workshops  are  designed  to  provide  the 
classroom  teacher  with  a basic  knowledge  of  the  most  common  aviation  and  aerospace 
topics.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  workshop,  the  teacher  has  the  background  to  integrate 
aviation  and  aerospace  subjects  into  her  curriculum  or  teach  a small  unit  on  aviation. 

(2)  Montana’s  Flying  Classroom  program  is  one  of  the  most  successful  undertakings  within 
the  scope  of  aviation  education.  In  conducting  this  program,  the  light  airplane  is  utilized 
as  a classrom,  allowing  students  to  actually  view  what  they  have  been  discussing  in  school. 
This  use  of  the  light  aircraft  has  been  successfully  used  as  a supplement  to  classes  in:  Earth 
Science,  Vocational  Agriculture  (Conservation),  Geology,  and  Geography.  Actually,  only 
the  imagination  of  the  instructor  limits  the  use  of  the  flying  classroom. 

‘School  Management’  magazine  will  feature  Montana’s  Flying  Classroom  in  their  August, 
1967  issue.  There  has  also  been  some  preliminary  work  accomplished  on  a possible  film- 
ing of  this  activity. 

(3)  The  1966-67  school  year  had  seven  Montana  high  schools  teaching  an  aviation  identified 
curriculum.  These  high  school  were; 

Cut  Bank  Great  Falls  Public  Fairview  C.  M.  Russell,  Great  Falls 
Helena  (In  conjunction  with  the  Area  Vocational  Technical  School)  Glasgow 
Townsend  (In  conjunction  with  the  Civil  Air  Patrol) 

In  addition  to  the  seven  high  schools,  the  Greenfield  Community  School  in  Fairview 
taught  a course  in  aviation  during  the  last  semester  which  was  offered  to  the  eighth 
grade  class. 

As  a result  of  visitations.  Red  Lodge  High  School  will  offer  a course  in  aviation  science 
during  the  1967-1968  school  year.  The  1968-1969  school  year  promises  to  produce  even 
more  schools  offering  this  subject  in  their  curriculum. 
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(4)  An  integral  phase  of  the  overall  aviation  education  program  is  providing  materials  and 
publications  to  schools.  This  is  to  assist  them  in  teaching  an  aviation  science  course  or 
integrating  aviation  subjects  into  their  curriculum.  This  includes  both  commercial  as 
well  as  locally  produced  items. 

(5)  The  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration  provides  a touring  Spacemobile  to 
speak  at  school  assembly  programs.  This  office  is  responsible  for  scheduling  this  aero- 
space program  in  Montana  schools. 

The  Spacemobile  was  in  Montana  from  October  25  through  November  30  and  during 
this  period  appeared  at  eighteen  high  schools,  three  junior  high  schools,  and  had  two 
public  appearances  in  Great  Falls.  Additionally,  the  Spacemobile  appears  each  summer 
at  the  Aerospace  Education  Workshops. 

(6)  Through  the  course  of  the  year  many  new  programs  and  activities  get  started  that  are 
not  a planned  part  of  the  year’s  activities.  Such  was  the  case  in  Aviation  Education. 
The  Supervisor  of  Aviation  Education  hosted  conferences  and  seminars,  spoke  to  admin- 
istrators. school  boards  and  workshops,  assisted  in  providing  transportation  for  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction  personnel  as  well  as  participated  in  national  and  state  meet- 
tings  concerned  with  aviation  education. 


AEROSPACE  EDUCATION  WORKSHOPS 


Four  units  of  the  University  System  conducted  Aerospace  Workshops.  The  units  and  their 
workshop  budgets  are  as  follows: 


Western  Montana  College 
Northern  Montana  College 
Eastern  Montana  College 
Montana  State  University 


$3,170.00 

$2,475.00  The  variance  in  each  budget  is 
$4,200.00  based  on  the  projected  enrollment. 
$2,525.00 


There  were  94  teachers  in  attendance  at  these  four  workshops.  Ten  teachers  attended  a simi- 
lar workshop  at  the  College  of  Great  Falls,  where  the  Aviation  Education  Supervisor  acted  as  a 
consultant  to  their  program. 

A total  of  twenty  visitations  were  made  to  these  five  colleges  and  universities  to  coordinate 
workshops. 

FLYING  CLASSROOM  PROGRAMS 

Five  Montana  high  schools  participated  in  the  flving  classrooms  conducted  last  school  term. 
The  total  of  142  students  and  22  adults  was  more  than  double  that  of  any  previous  year.  The 
flying  classrooms  in  1966-1967  were  conducted  at: 

Havre  High  School  Chinook  High  School 

Victor  High  School  Choteau  High  School 

Darby  High  School 


The  total  cost  of  this  program  was  $883.15.  This  excludes  the  cost  of  the  Commission  aircraft 
utilized  in  the  flights. 

Indicative  of  the  popularity  of  this  program  is  the  fact  that  the  schedule  has  been  filled,  based 
on  current  scheduling  practices,  for  the  next  two  school  terms. 


AVIATION  SCIENCE  COURSES 

The  Aviation  Education  Supervisor  made  sixteen  visitations  to  Montana  high  schools  either  to 
discuss  putting  aviation  science  into  the  curriculum  or  to  observe  and  act  as  a consultant  for 
courses  that  were  in  the  curriculum. 


A highlight  of  the  year  was  the  provision  of  funds  to  supplement  the  cost  of  three  hours  of 
flight  experience.  This  was  offered  to_  students  enrolled  in  an  aviation  science  curriculum  at  the 
seven  high  schools.  Six  high  schools  participated,  involving  129  students,  at  a cost  of  $3,870.00. 


MATERIALS  FURNISHED  AND  PUBLISHED 

During  the  1966-1967  school  year  the  Aviation  Education  office  furnished  materials  to  thirty 
Montana  schools,  teachers  and  students.  The  office  complied  with  requests  from  seven  out  of 
state  governmental  agencies  and  institutions  of  higher  learning. 
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The  supervisor  visited  three  grade  schools  and  during  the  course  of  the  visit  furnished  the 
classes  with  a variety  of  hand-out  material. 

Materials  are  furnished  throughout  the  year  to  the  aviation  science  courses  and  the  work 
shops. 

MISCELLANEOUS  ACTIVITIES 

During  the  course  of  the  year  the  Aviation  Education  office  is  involved  in  numerous  auxili- 
ary activities  which  range  from  speaking  engagements  to  evaluation  of  teaching  aids  in  the  area 
of  aviation  education. 

As  a member  of  various  education  and  aviation  groups  interested  in  promoting  aviation  edu- 
cation, the  Supervisor  attends  local,  state  and  national  meetings  throughout  the  year. 


REFRESHER  COURSES 


The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  inaugurated  two  programs  which  were  “firsts”  in  the 
United  States;  the  Flight  Instructor  Refresher  Course  (FIRC)  and  the  Aviation  Mechanics  Re- 
fresher Seminar  (AMRS). 

The  initial  FIRC  was  held  in  Great  Falls  in  1962  and  subsequent  courses  were  held  in  1963, 
1964,  1966  and  1967.  All  five  Courses,  held  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Montana  Aviation 
Trades  Association,  have  been  considered  highly  successful  and  extremely  beneficial  to  the  at- 
tending instructors. 

A total  of  102  award  certificates  and  wings  have  been  presented  to  graduates  of  the  Montana 
Course. 

The  recent  FAA  requirement  for  re-certification  of  flight  instructors  every  two  years,  has  in- 
creased the  importance  and  the  need  for  the  refresher  courses  to  be  held  on  an  annual  basis. 

The  original  AMRS  was  held  in  Helena  in  1963  and  repeated  in  1964,  1965  and  1966.  The 
primary  aim  of  the  Seminars  is  to  establish  a thorough  program  wherein  Montana’s  aviation 
mechanics  may  obtain  the  knowledge  of  the  latest  equipment  and  procedures  and  receive  tech- 
nical assistance  from  the  factory  trained  technicians  and  industry  specialists. 

A total  of  97  award  certificates  for  completion  of  the  Seminars  have  been  presented  to  Mon- 
tana mechanics. 


FIRC— 1967 

Twenty  three  Montana  flight  instructors  attended  the  fifth  Flight  Instructors  Refresher 
Course  which  was  held  in  Great  Falls,  March  20  through  March  27,  1967.  Ground  School  in- 
struction was  presented  by  specialists  from  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration’s  Academy  in 
Oklahoma  City,  Oklahoma;  personnel  from  the  FAA’s  Air  Route  Traffic  Control  Center,  Flight 
Service  Station,  Radar  Approach  Control  and  SAGE  Center  located  in  Great  Falls  and  personnel 
of  the  United  States  Weather  Bureau — ESSA  from  Helena  and  Great  Falls. 

AMRS— 1966 

The  fourth  Aviation  Mechanics  Refresher  Seminar,  sponsored  by  the  Aeronautics  Commission, 
was  held  in  the  facilities  of  the  Helena  Senior  High  School’s  Department  of  Aeronautics  and  Re- 
lated Trades.  Twenty-One  aviation  mechanics  fiom  various  cities  in  the  State  atended. 

Instructional  presentations  were  by  personnel  from: 

The  Federal  Aviation  Administration;  Beech  Aircraft  Corporation;  Piper  Aircraft  Corpora- 
tion; Lycoming  Division-Avco  Corporation;  Bendix  Corporation;  Champion  Spark  Plug  Company; 
Continental  Motors  Corporation;  Electronics  Consultants  Service  and  Zep  Aero. 
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FILM  AND  EDUCATION  SERIES  LIBRARY 

Audio-visual  material  is  available  on  a free  loan  basis  to  schools,  pilot  groups,  civic  organiza- 
tions and  other  interested  persons. 

Thirty-three  16mm  films  and  8 recordings /film  strips  were  booked  942  times  and  shown  to  an 
audience  of  nearly  86,000  students,  pilots  and  members  of  various  civic  organizations. 

Agricultural  Spraying,  air  taxi  operation,  instrument  training  and  the  operations  and  achieve- 
ments of  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration  are  a few  of  the  subjects  covered  in 
the  Commission’s  Film  Library. 

The  film  “Montana  and  the  Sky,”  produced  by  the  Commission  in  1953,  remains  the  most  popu- 
lar. The  film  was  booked  88  times  in  32  states  in  addition  to  the  59  bookings  in  Montana. 

“Density  Altitude”  and  “Using  the  Airspace:  Navigation  and  Communications”  were  obtained 
at  the  end  of  Fiscal  Year  1967  and  14  films  are  on  loan  to  us  for  Montana  distribution  from  NASA 
and  the  Bell  Helicopter  Company.

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UNICOM  RADIO  PROGRAM 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  two-way  air  to  ground  radio  units  available  for 
installation  on  Montana  airports. 

“Unicom”  is  known  as  a private  pilots’  frequency.  It  is  not  to  be  used  for  air  traffic  con- 
trol but  it  is  intended  to  provide  advisory  service  concerning  condition  of  the  runways,  fuel  and 
service  available,  wind  conditions,  availability  of  weather  information,  transportation,  search  and 
rescue  and  any  other  data  required  for  safe  and  expeditious  operation  of  aircraft. 

The  Aeronautics  Commission  pays  one-half  of  the  cost  of  a radio,  accessories  and  installation, 
with  the  sponsor  paying  the  other  one-half.  There  are  no  additional  fees  to  the  sponsor  as  the 
Aeronautics  Commission  provides  all  maintenance. 

New  stations  were  established  to  serve  the  Kalispell  City  Airport  and  the  airport  at  Malta. 
Alzada  and  Superior  were  removed  from  service. 


FREQUENCY  ADDITIONS 

Federal  Communications  Commission  rulings,  effective  April,  1967,  require  that  Unicom  sta- 
tions located  on  airports  being  served  by  a Flight  Service  Station  carry  a primary  frequency  of 
123.0  me.  Stations  converted  to  this  frequency  are:  Bozeman,  Butte  and  Lewistown. 

Another  new  FCC  ruling  is  that  Unicom  Stations  designated  as  heliports  carry  a frequency  of 
123.05  me  for  communications  primarily  with  helicopters.  They  also  stipulate  that  these  stations 
may  carry  the  frequency  122.8  me  for  communications  primarily  with  fixed  wing  aircraft. 

The  following  stations  have  been  designated  as  heliports  and  will  be  operating  on  122.8  or  123.05 
megacycles.

MAC  PUBLICATIONS  AND 
AERONAUTICAL  AIDS 

DIRECTORY 

The  Commission’s  Airport  Division  publishes  an  airport  directory  containing  individual 
drawings  of  each  of  the  116  public  use  airports  in  the  State.  The  drawings  show  the  airports  in 
detail  and.  their  locations  relative  to  the  adjacent  cities.  Included  in  the  Directory  is  technical 
information  that  is  of  vital  importance  to  pilots  flying  in  Montana. 

Revisions  are  compiled  and  distributed  on  an  annual  basis. 

AERONAUTICAL  CHART 

The  Aeronautics  Commission  publishes  an  air  navigational  chart  of  Montana  which  has 
proven  to  be  of  unlimited  value  in  the  state  and  has  become  greatly  appreciated  by  out-of-state 
pilots. 

An  all  new  chart  will  be  published  in  the  fall  of  1967. 

NEWSLETTER 

A monthly  publication  entitled  “Montana  and  the  Sky”  is  sent  to  all  registered  pilots,  flight 
operators,  schools,  news  media.  Federal  departments  and  aviation  organizations  in  Montana.  The 
out-of-state  courtesy  mailing  includes  National  aeronautics  organizations,  aviation  departments 
and  Federal  Administrations.  Courtesy  copies  are  furnished  to  all  interested  individuals  upon 
request. 

The  publication,  averaging  12  pages  in  length,  features  Montana  aviation  persons,  organiza- 
tions and  activities.  Attention  is  focused  on  National  items  of  particular  interest  and  technical 
features  of  special  importance. 

Circulation  in  the  fiscal  year  1967  reached  approximately  5200  with  an  out-of-state  distribution 
of  over  600. 

VOCATIONAL  AGRICULTURE  BOOK 

A 21  page  book  entitled  “Montana’s  Flying  Classrooms”  was  compiled  and  published  by  the 
Aeronautics  Commission  in  1966. 
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“Montana's  Flying  Classrooms”  supplies  a basic  outline  of  Montana’s  Vo-Ag  Program  in  the 
high  schools.  To  accent  the  importance  of  the  use  of  aircraft  on  the  program,  a main  portion  is 
donated  to  photographs  denoting  the  various  examples  of  agricultural  practices,  conservation 
methods  and  topography  observed  by  students  during  the  flights. 

To-date  the  book  has  been  distributed  to  Montana’s  high  school  principals.  General  Aviation 
Operators,  in  addition  to  State  Aeronautics  Departments,  Vo-Ag  Instructors  and  Libraries  through- 
out the  United  States.

WEST  YELLOWSTONE  BOOKLET 

“The  Operating  Rules  and  Regulations  on  the  West  Yellowstone  Airport”  booklet  revised  in 
1965  includes  the  schedule  of  fees  for  aircraft  operations. 

FLIGHT  PLAN/ WEATHER  LOG 

The  Flight  Plan/Weather  Log  is  an  8V2"  x 11"  tablet  consisting  of  50  detachable  pages  on  which 
pilots  can  file  their  flight  plan,  copy  the  weather  data  and  maintain  a flight  log  complete  on  a one- 
page  form.  A pilot  is  able  to  check  each  subsequent  weather  broadcast  while  in  flight  for  com- 
parison with  previous  sequences  and  determine  if  the  weather  is  improving  or  deteriorating. 

The  Flight  Plan  Weather  Log  was  distributed  to  all  Montana  Flight  Operators;  U.S.  Weather 
Bureaus;  Federal  Aviation  Administration  Flight  Service  Stations,  Control  Towers  and  General 
Aviation  District  Offices  throughout  Montana.  The  logs  are  available  upon  request  to  interested 
groups  and  individuals  within  Montana  and  out-of-state. 

PILOTS  WEATHER  LOG 

The  Pilots  Weather  Log  is  a pocket  sized  booklet  consisting  of  an  explanatory  page  of  the  Key 
to  Aviation  Weather  Reports  and  50  detachable  pages  (Identical  to  the  top  portion  of  the  Flight 
Plan /Weather  Log  page).  The  log  was  devised  to  allow  pilots  to  copy  weather  reports  while 
checking  the  forecast  by  telephone  and  make  it  possible  to  have  the  weather  data  convenient  for 
comparison  with  future  weather  broadcasts  in  order  to  determine  the  weather  trend  enroute. 

The  Weather  Logs  were  distributed  to  all  registered  pilots;  Flight  Operators;  U.S.  Weather 
Bureaus;  Federal  Aviation  Administration  Flight  Service  Stations,  Control  Towers,  and  General 
Aviation  District  Offices  throughout  Montana.  The  logs  are  available  upon  request  to  interested 
groups  and  individuals  within  Montana  and  out-of  state. 

GO,  NO-GO  CHARTS 

The  Go,  No-Go  Charts  furnish  a graphic  display  to  show  pilots  the  safe-wind  velocities  in 
which  they  should  taxi  or  take  off  in  their  particular  aircraft. 

The  charts,  encased  in  11"  by  14"  frames  for  display  in  prominent  locations  were  distributed 
to  all  flight  operators;  U.S.  Weather  Bureaus — ESSA;  F.A.A.’s  Flight  Service  Stations,  Control 
Towers  and  General  Aviation  District  Offices.  The  charts  are  available  upon  request. 

DENSITY  ALTITUDE  CHART 

The  Commission  staff  developed  a Density  Altitude  Chart  in  1963  which  shows  the  equivalent 
elevation  on  an  airport  at  any  given  temperature  above  standard  temperature. 

The  Density  Altitude  Charts  are  distributed  to  all  airport  operators,  airport  managers,  F.A.A.’s 
Flight  Service  Stations  and  Control  Towers  and  U.S.  Weather  Bureaus. 

Montana  orders  continue  to  be  filled  and  a large  number  have  been  requested  by  out-of-state 
aeronautics  departments  and  airport  managers. 

Reprints  of  the  Density  Altitude  Chart  will  be  available  in  the  fall  of  1967. 

NEW  PILOTS'  AID— FLIGHT  SEQUENCE  CARD 

A Flight  Sequence  Card  was  designed  and  distributed  by  the  Aeronautics  Commission  in  the 
fall  of  1966.  The  Sequence  Card,  SVa"  by  7V2"  was  produced  to  assist  pilots  in  the  planning  and 
execution  of  their  flights. 

The  card  denotes  the  following: 

Front — Montana  controlled  airfields  by  locations  with  proper  radio  frequencies;  Montana 
radar  approach,  departure  and  ILS  frequencies  by  location  and  frequency;  Montana  Navigational 
Aids  by  the  Station  code,  identification  letters,  VOR  frequencies  and  low  frequency  stations 
which  transmit  continuous  weather  broadcasts;  and  Montana  communications  outlets  which  are 
remoted  to  various  Flight  Service  Stations. 
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Back — On  the  reverse  side  of  the  card  are  check  lists  for  take-off  and  landing  safety;  common 
VHF  frequencies  for  emergency  ground  control;  F.A.A.  Flight  Service  Stations  and  Control 
Towers,  Unicom,  Multi-corn  and  etc.;  the  proper  cruising  altitudes  with  reference  to  magnetic 
courses;  and  a flight  plan  sequence  to  assist  in  filing  VFR  or  IFR  Flight  Plans. 

Sides — Along  the  edges  of  the  card  are  measurements  of  statute  miles  and  nautical  miles  for 
the  sectional  chart,  and  on  the  opposite  side  the  measure  for  statute  miles  and  nautical  miles  on 
the  World  Aeronautical  Chart. 

The  Sequence  Card  is  supplied  to  all  registered  pilots  and  is  available  to  interested  persons 
upon  request. 

MAC  DISTRIBUTION 

AIRPORT  LEASING  GUIDE 

The  Airport  Leasing  Guide  was  prepared  and  distributed  through  the  mutual  cooperation  of 
the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission,  the  National  Aviation  Trades  Association,  Shell  Oil  Com- 
pany and  the  Utility  Airplane  Council  of  Aerospace  Industries  Association. 

The  guide  represents  another  effort  in  the  continuing  program  to  maintain  and  improve  air 
transportation  facilities  for  the  benefit  of  all  people  and  has  been  widely  requested  by  out-of-state 
Aeronautics  Commissions,  Organizations,  Airport  Managers  and  Aviation  Industries. 

The  Airport  Leasing  Guide  is  available  upon  request. 

MINIMUM  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  AIRPORT  AERONAUTICAL  SERVICES 

A preparation  guide  entitled  “Minimum  Requirements  for  Airport  Aeronautical  Services” 
was  distributed  by  the  Aeronautics  Commission  to  airport  boards,  airport  managers,  general  avia- 
tion operators  and  local  authorities  throughout  Montana. 

The  guide  was  prepared  by  a special  committee  of  the  National  Association  of  State  Aviation 
Officials  in  recognition  of  the  importance  that  “establishment  of  uniform  requirements  and 
their  application  to  all  operators  will  assist  in  eliminating  charges  of  descrimination  and  encourage 
the  orderly  development  of  the  airport’s  commercial  aeronautics  services.” 

HUNTING  AND  FISHING  GUIDE 

The  Montana  Fish  and  Game  Department  incorporated  a “Flying  In”  section  in  their  1967-68 
Hunting  and  Fishing  Guide.  With  information  supplied  by  the  Aeronautics  Commission  the  Sec- 
tion denotes  over  80  airports  of  primary  interest  to  the  ‘sportsman’  pilot. 

The  airports  were  selected  on  the  basis  that: 

1.  They  are  located  within  ten  miles  of  outstanding  fishing  area — either  blue  or  red  ribbon 
streams;  lakes,  or  reservoirs. 

2.  Within  20  miles  of  good  bird  and/or  big  game  hunting. 

3.  On  a recreational  waterway. 

The  Aeronautics  Commission  has  a supply  of  the  Fish  and  Game  Guides  and  will  furnish  them 
upon  request. 


ADDRESSOGRAPH 

The  Commission’s  addressograph  system  furnishes  a general  mail-out  of  over  5200.  Individual 
lists  are  available  to  accomplish  mail-outs  to  General  Aviation  Operators,  Airport  Managers;  Avia- 
tion Mechanics;  Registered  Pilots;  Elementary  and  High  Schools  (public  and  private);  Teacher 
Workshop  Participants;  Press  Media,  and  the  National  Association  of  State  Aviation  Officials. 

PUBLIC  RELATIONS  AND  MISCELLANEOUS  SERVICES 

The  Commission,  on  request,  provides  assistance  and  acts  as  coordinator  for  fly-ins,  dedica- 
tions and  various  organizational  aviation  functions  for  the  following  flying  organizations  and 
civic  groups;  Montana  Pilots  Association;  MPA  Local  Hangers;  City  and  County  Airport  Boards; 
Flying  Farmers  and  Ranchers;  Ninety-Nine’s;  Chambers  of  Commerce;  International  Northwest  Avi- 
ation Council;  National  Aviation  Trades  Association;  National  Association  of  State  Aviation  Offi- 
cials and  the  Aviation  Departments  of  other  states. 

The  Safety  and  Education  Division  complies  with  all  requests  from  schools  throughout  Mon- 
tana requesting  cloud  charts  and  miscellaneous  aeronautical  material.  In  fiscal  1967  several  hun- 
dreds of  requests  from  out-of-state  were  answered  for  aeronautical  material  and  information.

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AIRPORT  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAM 

Designing  and  engineering  a statewide  system  of  airports  involves  the  preparation  and  re- 
vision of  the  annual  State  Airport  Program.  The  Airport  Division  staff  advises  and  consults  with 
Federal,  State,  local,  public  officials  and  civic  groups,  in  providing  assistance  in  the  planning  of 
airport  development.  Some  of  the  most  important  assistance  comes  in  the  form  of  financial 
consultation  and  actually  setting  up  the  method  of  financing  for  any  proposed  airport  project. 
Many  times  the  Airport  Division  of  the  Aeronautics  Commission  acts  as  agent  for  the  local  airport 
board,  or  city  and  county  commissioners,  in  their  dealing  with  the  Federal  Aviation  Administra- 
tion, consulting  engineers  and  contractors.  The  Airport  Division  administers  policies  and  stand- 
ards as  applied  to  airport  planning,  site  selection,  design,  specifications,  construction,  operation, 
maintenance,  improvements,  and  safety  on  all  Montana  airports. 

As  of  June  30,  1967,  the  Airport  Division  has  become  directly  involved  in  160  separate  airport 
projects.  All  of  these  projects  varied  in  size,  type,  and  cost;  but  all  were  directly  concerned  with 
improving  the  local  airport  in  some  manner.  The  airport  development  program  started  in  1957. 

Full  responsibility  for  state-owned  airports  and  state  airport  construction  rests  in  the  Airport 
Division  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission. 

The  airport  engineers  in  the  Airport  Division  advise  and  assist  owners  and  prospective 
owners  of  airports,  both  public  and  private,  in  the  selection  of  new  airport  sites,  taking  into  con- 
sideration terrain,  soil,  approaches,  land  availability  and  value,  and  many  other  technical  factors. 
The  Airport  Division  assists  consulting  engineers  who  prepare  most  of  the  detail  airport  construc- 
tion plans  for  local  airport  boards,  in  determining  financing  and  review  of  plans  and  specifications. 

Many  airport  boards  in  the  state  will  do  certain  airport  improvements  without  the  financial 
aid  of  either  the  State  or  Federal  government.  They  sometimes  call  on  the  Aeronautics  Com- 
mission to  give  them  technical  advice  and  minor  engineering  help  when  the  local  improvement 
is  being  done  with  volunteer  men  and  equipment.  Several  towns  have  taken  advantage  of  this 
service  and  each  have  indicated  their  appreciation. 


GROWTH  STATISTICS 

Montana’s  Airport  Development  Program  is  ten  years  old  the  fall  of  1967.  Since  1957,  the 
Airport  Division  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  been  involved  in  one  hundred  sixty 
(160)  separate  airport  improvement  projects.  These  160  projects  have  ranged  in  size  and  descrip- 
tion from  turf  runways  to  air  carrier  airports  to  hospital  heliports. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  change  in  airport  statistics  in  the  past  10  years  in  Montana.

FEDERAL,  STATE  AND  LOCAL  PROJECTS 

(Federal  Aid  Airport  Programs) 

The  Federal  Aviation  Administration  has  a grant  program  whereby  approximately  53%  of  the 
funds  required  for  an  eligible  airport  improvement  project  will  be  granted  to  a local  airport  board. 
This  grant  will  be  made  to  federally  approved  airport  projects  when  the  sponsor  (local  govern- 
ment) will  provide  the  other  47%  of  the  total  project  cost.  In  many  instances  the  local  airport 
board  does  not  have  these  funds  available,  though  an  improvement  is  desperately  needed  at  their 
airport.  The  Aeronautics  Commission  then  offers  financial  assistance  in  the  form  of  a loan,  to 
be  used  for  the  matching  money  for  the  federal  project.  Commission  loans  are  available  on  a 10- 
year  repayment  basis,  and  at  a 3V2%  interest  rate.  The  funds  are  available  from  the  state  based 
on  local  need,  the  financial  ability  of  the  state  at  that  time,  and  the  sponsor’s  ability  to  repay. 
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Totals $744,142.00  $672,965.00  $6,000.00  $422,587.00  $1,417,107.00 

Some  Montana  airports  have  engineering  completed  for  construction  projects  in  1968.  The  Federal  Aviation  Administration 
accepts  requests  for  aid  at  any  time.  However,  the  federal  allocation  is  only  made  twice  a year.  The  following  airports  listed 
have  received  federal  allocation.  Any  other  airport  in  need  of  federal  aid  on  their  improvement  project  should  make  application 
immediately  because  the  allocation  can  be  amended  up  to  a deadline  time  that  will  be  publicized.

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PRELIMINARY  ENGINEERING  GRANTS 


The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  encourages  the  continued  development  of  a statewide 
system  of  airports.  The  role  of  each  airport  facility  must  be  evaluated  and  measured  not  only 
by  its  own  merits,  but  in  relation  to  others.  To  the  extent  possible,  each  must  be  planned  to 
support  and  supplement  the  usefulness  of  the  other  so  that,  ideally,  if  all  of  the  airports  included 
in  the  Montana  Airport  Plan  were  developed  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed,  the 
system  of  public  airports  for  Montana  would  be  adequate  in  all  respects.  In  order  that  planning 
and  preliminary  engineering  will  take  place  at  local  level,  the  Aeronautics  Commission  has  pro- 
vided Engineering  Grants  for  that  purpose. 

The  Commission  will  grant  to  a community  or  county,  or  airport  board,  one-half  of  the  cost 
up  to  a maximum  of  $1,000.00,  whichever  is  the  lesser  of  a preliminary  engineering  study  and 
cost  estimate  for  their  airport.  This  is  a grant  that  does  not  have  to  be  repaid.  The  local  airport 
board  must  match  the  grant  for  payment  to  the  engineer.

AIRPORT  IMPROVEMENT  LOAN  PROGRAM 


In  1957,  by  its  own  action  and  with  a sincere  desire  to  assist  all  communities  in  the  State 
in  the  furtherance  of  aviation  development,  the  Aeronautics  Commission  established  the  Airport 
Development  Loan  Program. 

Persons  intimately  connected  with  airport  construction,  runway  extension,  and  airport  de- 
velopment in  general,  know  that  this  program  has  been  successful  and  the  many  accomplishments 
during  the  past  ten  years  can  be  noted. 

During  the  closing  days  of  the  Fortieth  Legislative  Assembly,  the  appropriation  bill  for  State 
agencies  was  drafted  and  presented  to  the  Legislature  for  approval.  The  presentation  on  behalf 
of  the  Aeronautics  Commission  was  fair  and  adequate  for  all  forseeable  expenses  during  the 
biennium,  however,  it  was  discovered  that  a heavy  reduction  in  current  income  had  arisen  due  to 
the  decrease  in  fuel  consumption  by  a large  segment  of  the  military  here  in  the  state. 

Income  shortages  in  the  immediate  fiscal  year  caused  changes  in  the  disbursal  dates  of  monies 
which  were  tentatively  committed  to  the  cities  and  counties  for  airport  construction  and  improve- 
ment loans  in  both  the  balance  of  Fiscal  Year  1967  and  the  next  biennium. 

The  Aeronautics  Commission  is  able  to  loan  money  to  a local  airport  board  for  the  develop- 
ment of  any  airport  project.  Under  present  State  law,  a county  may  be  obligated  for  an  in- 
debtedness not  to  exceed  $10,000  for  a single  project  without  electorate  approval.  Cities  are  re- 
stricted only  by  their  legal  indebtedness  limitation  law,  therefore  the  Aeronautics  Commission 
may  loan  a city  any  amount  based  on:  The  community’s  ability  to  repay  and  a statement  from  their 
attorney  that  the  amount  of  the  loan  does  not  ej  ceed  their  bonded  indebtedness;  the  priority  of 
the  airport  improvement  project;  and  the  monies  available  from  the  Aeronautics  Commission. 
Airport  improvement  loans  are  repayable  annually  at  a 3-V2%  interest  rate.  The  length  of  the 
loan  is  for  ten  (10)  years  or  less.  The  3-V2%  interest  rate  was  imposed  by  the  Aeronautics  Com- 
mission on  April  11,  1967.  Up  until  that  time  all  airport  improvement  loans  were  interest  free. 
Counties  and  cities  are  both  allowed  by  State  statute  to  levy  up  to  two  (2)  mills  for  airport  pur- 
poses without  electorate  approval.  The  communities  or  counties  involved  may  use  State  funds 
along  with  available  local  funds  for  any  particular  airport  project.  The  majority  of  local/state 
projects  are  usually  the  smaller  type  development;  however.  State  loans  are  used  mostly  for 
projects  that  are  eligible  under  the  Federal  Aid  Airport  Program.  The  loan  can  be  used  as  a 
sponsor’s  47%  matching  funds  and  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  will  grant  approximately 
53%  of  the  project  costs  on  any  eligible  and  approved  project.  In  the  past  the  Commission’s  Air- 
port Improvement  Loan  has  been  used  by  itself  on  a wide  variety  of  projects  including:  purchas- 
ing snow  plows;  building  hangars,  administration  buildings,  new  runways;  repairing  existing  run- 
ways, and  the  accomplishment  of  other  specific  airport  improvements.  (Please  refer  to  the  statistic 
section  later  in  this  report  for  specific  locations  and  amounts.) 

During  the  April  11th  meeting,  the  Aeronautics  Commission  developed  an  airport  loan  control 
policy.  After  that  date,  the  Commission  meets  quarterly  to  discuss  any  applications  for  loans. 
Each  quarter  the  new  applicant  is  advised  of  the  interest  rate,  the  amount  of  State  money  made 
available,  and  the  date  the  loan  could  be  disbursed.  Consideration  is  given  to  the  priority  of  the 
work,  the  monies  available,  the  monies  needed,  and  the  date  of  the  application.

GENERAL  AVIATION  UTILITY  AIRPORTS 


Under  this  program  a minimum,  but  adequately  safe,  airport  facility  is  developed  primarily 
for  the  use  of  general  aviation  in  a location  that  does  not  presently  have  an  airport.  Construc- 
tion costs  are  held  to  approximately  $25,000.  The  airport  consists  of  one  stabilized  turf  runway 
with  parking  apron,  a segmented  circle,  windcone,  runway  markers,  and  the  property  line  fenced. 
The  Aeronautics  Commission  has  a consulting  engineering  firm  retained  through  the  Department 
of  Administration  and  the  Board  of  Examiners  and  also  contracts  for  construction.  The  sponsor, 
who  is  either  a city  or  county,  or  both,  agrees  to  repay  the  State  of  Montana  the  equivalent  of 
2-1/2  mills  based  on  the  local  high  school  district  value  and  not  to  exceed  $10,000  over  a ten  year 
period  for  their  share  of  the  project  cost.  The  balance  of  the  cost  above  the  quarter  mill  per 
year  becomes  a grant  on  the  part  of  the  State  to  the  county  or  municipality  involved  at  the  end 
of  the  10-year  repayment  period.

The  Airport  Division  has  found  that  in  a period  of  four  (4)  years  the 
construction  costs  for  small  airports  has  more  than  doubled.  This  is  due 
to  many  factors,  two  of  which  are;  construction  costs  have  risen,  and  land 
costs  are  continually  rising. 


COOPERATIVE  AIRPORT  PROJECTS 

The  Aeronautics  Commission  feels  that  many  times  it  is  beneficial  to  cooperate  with  another 
agency  within  the  government  or  with  a private  organization  in  order  to  promote  aviation  or 
construct  a new  airport  facility.  In  the  past  the  Commission  has  had  25  cooperative  projects  with 
17  separate  agencies  or  associations.  The  joint  projects  are  usually  to  the  benefit  of  both  agencies 
involved  and  paid  for  on  a basis  proportionate  to  the  usage  that  the  agency  will  derive  from  the 
facility. 

The  United  States  Forest  Service  has  on  numerous  occasions,  made  property  available  for 
airport  projects.  The  U.S.  Forest  Service  in  Montana  has  several  forest-owned  airports  that  are 
open  to  the  public  even  though  their  primary  use  was  intended  for  fire  patrol  and  forest  admin- 
istration. The  continued  usage  of  these  airstrips  by  the  public  has  obligated  the  Aeronautics  Com- 
mission to  assist  he  Forest  Service  in  the  development  of  a particular  airport  for  the  mutual 
benefit  of  Forest  Service  flying  activities  and  the  general  flying  public  in  Montana  and  from 
throughout  the  nation. 

The  Aeronautics  Commission  has  either  been  the  main  sponsor  or  a principal  on  the  follow- 
ing 25  projects.  Other  major  airport  projects  have  allowed  the  Aeronautics  Commission  to  work 
directly  with  all  of  the  counties  and  most  of  the  cities  in  the  state  under  different  programs  for 
airport  development  which  are  explained  in  other  sections  of  this  report.

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STATE  AIRPORTS 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  the  statutory  authority  and  responsibilty  to  con- 
struct and  maintain  state-owned  airports.  These  normally  are  confined  to  strategic  locations  due 
to:  An  aviation  traffic  need;  adjacent  to  recreational  areas;  an  emergency  value  due  to  a critical 
location  on  a high  use  VFR  flight  route;  a location  of  convenience  and  necessity  lending  accessi- 
bility to  the  area. 

These  projects  may  be  completed  solely  on  a state  basis  or  in  conjunction  with  the  Federal 
Aviation  Administration  under  the  Federal  Airport  Aid  Program,  or  in  conjunction  with  another 
department  of  the  United  States  Government,  or  a local  airport  board,  or  other  government 
bodies.  All  engineering,  construction,  contracting,  inspection  ,ownership  and  costs  and  adminis- 
tration are  under  jurisdiction  of  the  Aeronautics  Commission. 

This  state  airport  program  was  implemented  in  1957  and  since  that  time,  14  projects  have  been 
initiated;

EAST  GLACIER  AIRPORT 

During  the  fiscal  year  of  1967,  considerable  effort  in  planning  was  given  to  the  possibility  of 
building  a new  airport  at  East  Glacier  in  Glacier  County  to  serve  Glacier  National  Park.  The 
Aeronautics  Commission  will  act  as  airport  sponsor  just  as  was  done  in  the  case  of  the  new  airport 
at  West  Yellowstone.  This  would  mean  then  that  it  may  be  possible  for  the  sponsor  to  obtain 
funds  directly  from  the  National  Park  Service  that  would  be  used  to  match  Federal  Aviation 
money  and  finance  the  entire  project  federally.  Considerable  thought  is  being  given  to  the  type 
of  airport  facility  that  would  be  located  near  East  Glacier  to  serve  Glacier  National  Park.  Ter- 
rain is  a restricting  feature  in  the  East  Glacier  area.  Therefore,  the  airport  that  might  possibly 
handle  an  airline  type  aircraft  would  have  to  be  located  a considerable  distance  from  town.  The 
site  investigation  has  indicated  approximately  5.3  miles.  The  Aeronautics  Commission  had,  at  an 
earlier  date,  considered  building  a general  aviation  airstrip  at  East  Glacier,  however,  after  the 
Commission’s  study  had  been  made,  they  were  approached  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Administra- 
tion and  told  that  the  project  would  be  eligible  for  aid  under  the  Federal  Airport  Aid  Program 
and  consideration  should  be  made  to  building  an  Air  Carrier  airport. 

The  Aeronautics  Commission  Airport  Division  has  determined  that  a 9000'  runway  would 
be  desirable  for  air  carrier  aircraft  at  that  location.  An  estimated  cost  for  a facility  of  this  type 
would  be  approximately  $2,495,000.00.  On  April  25,  1967,  the  Commission  made  a request  for  aid 
through  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  for  the  2V2  million  dollar  air  carrier  airport; 
stating  that  providing  an  airport  of  lesser  size  would  be  poor  planning.  It  was  felt  that  it  would 
just  be  a matter  of  a short  time  before  an  airline  would  apply  to  serve  that  location.  It  is  the  de- 
sire of  the  Commission  to  provide  a facility  that  could  be  expanded  if  and  when  necessary,  with 
out  tearing  up  and  rebuilding  the  existing  facility. 

The  total  National  Park  Service  funds  were  not  appropriated;  therefore,  the  FAA  could  not 
accept  and  program  the  project  under  the  Federal  Aid  to  Airports  Program.  The  Park  Service 
did  appropriate  $45,000  on  June  24,  1967  in  Public  Law  90-28  for  land  survey,  land  acquisition, 
and  preliminary  planning  for  the  proposed  Glacier  Park  Airport  near  East  Glacier,  Montana. 
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The  plan  now  is  to  purchase  the  necessary  property  and  again  submit  a request  for  aid.  If  an 
air  carrier  is  av/arded  a routing  into  East  Glacier,  then  the  FAA  would  probably  approve  a 
trunk  category  airport.  In  the  event  that  no  air  carrier  is  certified  to  serve  that  location,  then  a 
design  of  lesser  dimension  may  have  to  be  accepted. 

Once  the  category  and  size  of  airport  is  agreed  upon  by  all  concerned,  the  National  Park 
Service  will  be  requested  to  appropriate  the  necessary  sponsor’s  funds.  The  Federal  Aviation 
Administration  could  then  base  their  allocation  on  the  sponsor’s  funds  available. 

YELLOWSTONE  AIRPORT 

The  Yellowstone  Airport  project  was  financed  with  funds  from  the  Federal  Aviation  Ad- 
ministration and  the  National  Park  Service.  The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  acted  as  spon- 
sor of  the  project  and  is  the  administrator  of  the  airport. 

The  total  cost  of  the  airport  was  $1,282,690.44  and  consists  of  a paved  runway  8,400  feet  in 
length,  150  feet  in  width  with  a paved  parallel  taxiway  and  a complete  medium  intensity  lighting 
system. 

An  apron  extension  project  was  started  late  in  the  calendar  year  1967.  The  250  feet  by  500 
feet  extension  will  make  the  total  paved  apron  area  available,  250  feet  by  1800  feet.  The  terminal 
building  houses  a restaurant,  offices  for  a flight  operator,  rent-a-car  companies,  two  airlines  and 
a gift  shop. 

The  airport  is  serviced  by  two  major  airline  companies.  Western  Airlines  (service  inaugu- 
rated, 1965)  and  Frontier  Airlines  (service  inaugrated  1967).

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  supplies  prefabricated  wind-cone  standards  to  public 
airports  upon  request.  These  standards  are  erected  free  of  charge  by  the  Aeronautics  Commission 
on  any  approved  public  use  airport  that  does  not  have  a wind-cone  standard.  Private  use  air- 
ports can  purchase  a complete  standard,  installed,  for  $150.00.

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PILOT  REGISTRATION  DESKS 


The  State  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Montana  Pilots’  Association  made  a suggestion  to  the 
Aeronautics  Commission  which  was  implemented  in  1965.  The  Pilots’  Association  suggested  that 
the  Aeronautics  Commission  provide  a very  simple  self-supported  pilot  registration  desk  on  every 
public  airport  in  Montana  that  does  not  have  a full-time  attendant.  The  purpose  of  these  registra- 
tion desks  is  to  have  a record  of  the  aircraft  and  number  of  people  that  are  using  public  airports 
throughout  the  State.  This  information  can  become  valuable  when  a city  or  county  comission 
is'  deciding  whether  or  not  a suggested  project  on  the  airport  would  be  justified  through  usage. 

The  Aeronautics  Commission  contracted  with  the  State  Parks  Division  to  construct  50  of 
these  units.  The  cost  was  $28.00  each.  The  airmarking  and  airport  maintenance  summer  crews 
installed  the  pilot  registration  desks. 

AIRPORT  NAME  STONE  MARKERS 

The  summer  airport  maintenance  crew  has  placed  stone  markers  on  state-constructed,  remotely 
located  airstrips.  The  stone  markers  indicate  the  name  of  the  airport,  along  with  the  field  eleva- 
tion. Using  stones  approximately  8 to  16  inches  in  size,  the  name  letters  are  10  feet  high,  painted 
bright  yellow,  and  show  up  vividly  from  the  air. 

FIBERGLASS  CONE 
RUNWAY  MARKERS 

The  Airport  Division  of  the  Aeronautics  Commission  designed  a new  cone  runway  marker  for 
use  on  the  general  utility  airports.  In  the  past,  the  Commission  had  used  gravel  and/or  con- 
crete flush-type  runway  edge  markers.  The  flush  markers  were  quite  expensive,  required  a 
great  deal  of  maintenance  and  were  not  visible  during  snow  conditions.  The  new  cone  marker, 
fabricated  by  the  Linton  Corporation  of  Sidney,  Montana,  is  made  of  fiberglass  and  is  virtually 
indestructable  and  requires  a minimum  of  maintenance.  It  is  so  designed  that  in  the  event  an 
aircraft  strikes  a cone  marker,  the  aircraft  damage  is  virtually  zero. 

The  cost  of  the  cone  marker  is  approximately  $8.50  while  the  concrete  markers  were  as 
high  as  $40.00  and  in  isolated  locations  the  cost  was  even  greater. 

An  average  of  40  cone  markers  are  used  to  mark  each  runway  and  sixteen  markers  are  used 
on  the  segmented  circle  around  the  wind  cone.  They  are  placed  along  the  edge  of  the  runway, 
approximately  every  200  feet,  and  are  secured  by  using  four  bridge  spikes. 

The  Aeronautics  Commission  has  determined  that  white  appears  to  be  the  best  color  for  the 
highest  visibility  on  most  airports,  however,  the  runway  marker  can  be  obtained  in  any  color 
from  the  Linton  Corporation.  Each  marker  has  a black  cap  to  allow  greater  visibility  during 
snow  conditions. 

The  airmarking  and  airport  maintenance  summer  work  crew  installed  the  new  fiberglass  run- 
way markers  at  the  following  airports  in  1967.

These  airports  are  state-owned  and  it  has  been  noted  that  some  flying  farmers  are  now  pur- 
chasing this  runway  marker  to  mark  their  personal  strips,  and  several  airport  board  are  using 
this  marker  to  delineate  their  runways. 
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AIRPORT  TELEPHONES 


The  Aeronautics  Commission  is  continually  striving  to  impress  upon  local  airport  boards  the 
need  of  a pay  telephone  on  every  public  airport  in  Montana.  A pay  telephone  is  most  necessary 
due  to  the  distance  from  town  to  some  airports,  and  many  airports  in  Montana  are  not  attended. 

SURPLUS  PROPERTY 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  acts  as  a screening  agent  between  the  United  States 
Air  Force  and  public  airports  in  Montana.  This  office  receives  catalogs  of  equipment  declared 
surplus  by  the  Federal  Government.  The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  makes  application 
for  suitable  property  on  behalf  of  local  airport  boards.  Surplus  property  has  been  acquired  for 
State  use  also  on  airway  beacons  and  state-owned  airports. 

AIRPORT  MANAGEMENT  SCHOOL 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  assists  the  Montana  Airport  Management  Association 
every  year  with  a one-day  seminar.  This  seminar  is  conducted  each  spring  and  the  main  pur- 
pose is  to  assist  airport  boards  and  airport  managers  in  up-dating  their  knowledge  and  methods 
of  new  airport  regulations  and  new  methods  in  airport  maintenance,  construction,  and  State  and 
Federal  airport  financing  policies. 

ENGINEERING  SERVICES 

Whenever  a local  airport  board  has  a particular  major  construction  project  to  accomplish,  they 
will  retain  a registered  Montana  consulting  engineer  to  render  the  engineering  service  desired. 
Whenever  the  Aeronautics  Commission  is  in  need  of  a consulting  engineering  firm  to  conduct  a 
major  engineering  project  on  a state  airport,  the  consulting  engineer  is  retained  on  behalf  of  the 
Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  and  Department  of  Adminis- 
tration. 

Occasionally,  a local  airport  board,  or  town  or  county,  will  want  to  accomplish  an  airport  im- 
provement project  through  the  use  of  volunteer  men  and  equipment.  These  projects  are  gen- 
erally quite  small  and  because  they  are  volunteer  projects,  they  usually  do  not  have  funds 
available  for  engineering  services,  therefore,  in  this  case,  the  Aeronautics  Commission  will 
render  engineering  services  by  our  Airport  Division  engineers  at  the  request  of  the  local  sponsor. 

Any  private  airport  owner  whose  airport  is  open  to  the  public  is  eligible  for  technical 
assistance  from  the  Aeronautics  Commission.  Special  technical  airport  engineering  assistance  has 
been  given  to  privately  owned  and  public  airports  at  most  Montana’s  116  public  airports. 


AIRPORT  DIRECTORY 


The  Commission’s  Airport  Division  publishes  an  airport  direc- 
tory containing  individual  drawings  of  each  of  the  public  use  air- 
ports in  the  State.  The  drawings  show  the  airports  in  detail  and 
their  locations  relative  to  the  adjacent  cities.  Included  in  the 
directory  is  technical  information  that  is  of  vital  importance  and 
value  to  pilots  flying  in  Montana. 

The  latest  revisions  are  presently  being  compiled  and  will  be 
available  for  distribution  early  in  1968. 
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AIRMARKING  PROGRAM 

Montana  has  230  roof  tops  airmarked  throughout  the  State.  These  airmarkers  are  placed  in 
nearly  every  smaller  town  and  many  of  the  larger  ranches  in  eastern  Montana  are  airmarked  due 
to  the  vast  distance  to  the  next  city.  The  higher  mountainous  areas  throughout  Western  Mon- 
tana are  airmarked  through  a series  of  identification  numbers  on  Forest  Service  look-out  towers. 
There  are  97  forest  look-out  towers  airmarked.  ^ 

The  complete  airmarker  indicates  the  following  to  a pilot: 

The  name  of  the  location  that  he  is  flying  over; 

The  direction  and  distance  to  the  nearest  airport; 

The  latitude  and  longitude  of  his  present  location; 
and  a North  arrow. 

Very  few  new  airmarkers  are  established  each  year;  however,  the  program  continues  to  main- 
tain and  repair  the  existing  markers  and  paint  new  ones  where  justified.  The  cost  of  painting 
sn  airmarker  has  been  averaged  out  at  approximately  $27.50  each,  which  amount  includes  sal- 
aries and  expenses  of  the  summer  airmarking  crew,  the  paint  thinner,  miscellaneous  hand  tools, 
and  vehicle  expense. 


HOSPITAL  HELIPORT  PROGRAM 

In  the  fall  of  1966  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  announced  the  inauguration  of  the 
“Hospital  Heliport  Program”  for  the  development  of  emergency  heliports  in  conjuction  with  any 
or  all  hospitals  in  the  State  of  Montana,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  development  of  helicopter  am- 
bulance service. 

The  Administrators  of  all  hospitals  operating  within  the  State  have  currently  been  notified 
that  under  the  new  program  the  State  Department  will  design,  develop,  construct,  and  mark 
permanent  hospital  heliports  on  suitable  hospital  land  or  roof  tops  provided  by  the  hospital  ad- 
ministration. 

Hospital  administrators  desirous  of  establishing  emergency  ambulance  heliports  in  connection 
with  their  facility,  may  apply  immediately  to  the  Aeronautics  Commission  stating  their  needs  and 
desires  in ' this  respect.  The  Commission’s  Airport  Division  will  then  make  the  appropriate 
feasibility  studies  at  the  specific  hospital  locations  and  proceed  with  design,  construction,  and 
marking  of  the  heliport. 

The  State  share  of  this  program  obviously  has  to  be  limited  to  the  hospital  heliport  itself  and 
any  building  modification  for  the  purpose  of  roof  access  to  a roof  top  heliport  would  have  to  be 
borne  by  the  hospital  administration. 

At  the  close  of  Fiscal  Year  1967,  three  (3)  hospital  heliports  were  in  the  engineering  stage. 
They  are  located  at  Kalispell  General  Hospital;  the  State  Pulmonary  Hospital  at  Galen;  and  the 
State  Prison  Farm  at  Deer  Lodge.  These  three  units  are  to  be  completed  in  the  late  calendar 
year  of  1967. 

It  is  the  Aeronautics  Commission’s  opinion  that  an  accident  victim  should  not  have  to  wait 
upon  an  ambulance  if  helicopters  are  available.  Life  saving,  time  saving,  air  transportation  has 
been  forcefully  identified  with  our  aerospace  age.  It  is  feh  that  this  new  aeronautical  program 
of  hospital  heliports  will  be  of  tremendous  value  to  the  public  and  particularly  vital  in  the  high 
accident  recreation  and  industrial  areas  of  Montana. 
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STATE  NAVIGATIONAL  AIDS 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  recently  developed  a new  program  within  the  Air- 
port Division  for  the  purpose  of  providing  instrument  and  visual  navigational  aids  in  locations 
that  are  not  covered  by  the  Federal  system.  For  many  years  Eastern  Montana  and  the  High- 
line  area  have  seriously  needed  facilities  to  make  cross-country  navigation  easier,  more  accurate, 
and  safer. 

The  first  state  owned  non-directional,  low  frequency,  homer  beacon  was  installed  on  the 
Shelby  Airport  and  commissioned  for  service  October  18,  1966.  This  H-marker  facility  has  since 
been  approved  as  an  Instrument  Flight  Rules  Aid  and  the  voice  facility  is  remoted  into  the  Cut 
Bank  FAA  Flight  Service  Station. 

At  a later  date,  it  was  determined  that  a Visual  Flight  Rules  Navigational  Aid  would  be  ot 
tremendous  value  in  the  areas  of  Malta,  Plentywood,  and  Jordan.  Requisitions  were  issued  in 
Fiscal  Year  1967  for  25-watt  low  frequency,  non-directional,  homer  beacons  for  these  three  loca- 
tions. These  H-markers  will  not  have  a voice  facility  due  to  the  vast  distance  to  the  nearest 
Flight  Service  Station.  Installation  is  to  be  made  early  in  Fiscal  Year  1968. 

HAVRE  OMNIRANGE 

At  the  end  of  Fiscal  Year  1967,  planning  was  developing  rapidly  for  the  state  owned.  Very 
High  Frequency  Omnirange  for  Havre.  This  facility  would  be  an  IFR  aid  and  would  be  of  tremen- 
dous value  to  air  traffic  along  the  High-Line.  The  Federal  Government  has  been  requested  many 
times  in  previous  years  to  provide  this  facility,  however,  Havre  did  not  qualify.  The  state  owned 
Omni  at  Havre  will  meet  Federal  specifications  and  once  its  projected  usage  is  verified,  an  attempt 
will  be  made  to  turn  the  facility  over  to  the  FAA  for  future  maintenance  and  operation.

BEACON  RELOCATION  PROGRAM 

AIRWAY  BEACONS 

The  Federal  Aviation  Administration  abandoned  29  airway  beacons  in  Montana  but  con- 
tinues to  operate  eight  airway  beacons  in  the  western  part  of  the  State.  The  Aeronautics  Com- 
mission obtained  the  abandoned  beacons,  sixteen  of  which  went  to  various  airports  and  twelve 
were  retained  as  airway  beacons.  It  was  felt  by  the  Commission  that  the  12  beacons  should  be 
left  in  their  specific  locations  for  continued  use  as  a navigational  aid  for  the  night  VFR  flying.
